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OUR PEOPLES 
POWER 


Today the Korean people are enjoying a most pros- 
percus era as never seen before in the long history of 
Korea. 

The economy and culture are developing at a rapid 
pace, and the looks of the country have undergone radical 
changes. 

All these great changes and victories have turned 
our fatherland—the Democratic People’s Republic of Ko- 
rea—into a paradise of a free and happy people and rais- 
ed its international position. 

All these great changes scored in a short space of 
sixteen years after the founding of the D.P.R.K. are attri- 
butable to the fact that our people’s power is born of the 
“neople’s government” line of the thirties and that the 
glorious revolutionary traditions have been translated 
into reality under the correct and tested leadership of our 
Party. 

It is known to all that the question of power is a 
fundamental question in all revolutions. In the class so- 
ciety, the victory of revolution, that is, the transforming of 
a social system into another is ensured with securing 
power. 

However, such fundamental question cannot be ex- 
pected to be solved unless correct policies and lines are 
established for taking power. What kind of government 
should be established and how? This is not only a car- 
dinal question on which the victory of revolution is hing- 
ed, but a most important question orientating the future 
of the revolution. 

The Korean people had no political power in the past, 
and this made them suffer a miserable life of colonial 
slave for nearly half a century under Japanese imperial- 
ism. From such experience the awakened Korean people, 
therefore, unfolded a stubborn struggle for a long time 
shedding blood for national independence and sovereignty. 

But their struggle for political power failed to find 
the right road until Marxism-Leninism furnished a guide 
to their national-liberation movement. And this question 
was solved during the anti-Japanese armed struggle 
period in the thirties by Comrade Kim I Sung, who, sur- 
mounting all limitations manifested hitherto in the na- 
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tional-liberation struggle in our country, 
laid down the ‘“people’s government” line— 
a revolutionary line for taking power. 

In connection with the questions of revo- 
lution and  people’s power, Comrade 
Kim II Sung’s “people's government” line 
bases itself on the revolutionary stand of 
relying on the patriotic forces of our peo- 
ple in driving out Japanese imperialism 
and building an independent country. 

Firmly adhering to this revolutionary 
stand which relies on their own strength 
the Korean communists and patriots cate- 
gorically rejected such a wrong attitude as 
expecting others to carry out the revolution 
for us, or relying in an unprincipled manner 
on the outside forces to achieve indepen- 
dence. Instead, they took arms in their own 
hands and waged the heroic armed strug- 
gle against Japanese imperialism, for na- 
tional independence and sovereignty. 


In view of the historical conditions in 
which the anti-Japanese, national-liberation 
struggle was waged despite cruel oppres- 
sion by Japanese imperialism, Comrade 
Kim Il Sung’s policy for the armed strug- 
gle was only correct. It also completely ac- 
corded with the revolutionary principle of 
Marxism-Leninism: a new revolutionary 
political power cannot be won unless the 
old ruling apparatus is smashed chiefly by 
force. 

The “people’s government” line of Com- 
trade Kim I! Sung was one of establishing 
a new type of the people’s democratic dic- 
tatorship aimed at achieving national inde- 
pendence relying on the united national 
front embracing the anti-Japanese forces 
of all sections under the leadership of the 
working class, and at proceeding to carry- 
ing out the tasks of the socialist revolution 
without interruption after the completion of 
the anti-imperialist and anti-feudal demo- 
cratic revolution. It was one, which, while 
firmly adhering to the stand of the work- 
ing class in solving the question of sover- 
eignty, aimed at materializing the class 
line and the revolutionary mass line of en- 
listing the broad masses of all strata. Also 
it was a line of firmly basing itself on the 
Marxist-Leninist theory on continued revo- 
lution and of combining the task of class 
liberation with that of anti-imperialist na- 
tional liberation, the latter being the essen 
tial condition for the former. 
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The “people’s government” line set an 
example of creatively solving the question 
of form of the government as well as of 
the means and ways to materialize it in 
conformity with the concrete, historical 
conditions of our revolution. 


In running the partisan  base-liberated 
area and in carrying out the 10-point Pro- 
gramme of the Fatherland Restoration As- 
sociation practical experience was accum- 
ulated in solving the question of political 
power. Particularly, of great significance is 
the experience accumulated in the course 
of the struggle for reorganizing the Soviet 
in the partisan base into tne people’s re- 
volutionary government and for carrying 
out the revolutionary tasks of this govern- 
ment. 

In carrying out the democratic reforms 
including the land reform and other poli- 
cies, the people’s revolutionary government, 
which began to be set up throughout the 
partisan bases starting from the spring of 
1933, correctly defined the target of the dic- 
tatorship on the basis of the class line and 
the revolutionary mass line. And it firmly 
adhered to the unshakable policy of enforc- 
ing the thorough-going dictatorship over 
a handful of the reactionaries, and demo- 
cracy over the absolute majority of the 
people. 

The functionaries of the people’s revolu- 
tionary government were united firmly in 
the revolutionary comradeship of respect- 
ing, trusting, assisting and loving their re- 
volutionary comrades and mastered the re- 
volutionary mass work method and the po- 


pular style of work. This enabled them to 


solve any difficult problem at any time by 
placing faith in the power of the masses, 
relying on them and mobilizing them. 


The people’s revolutionary government 
set up people’s defence system with milit- 
ary and semi-military organizations such 
as shock brigades with the anti-Japanese 
partisans as_ the core, anti-Japanese self- 
defence corps, juvenile vanguards, etc. 


The partisan base was turned into an im- 


pregnable fortress, and the people, holding 


hoe and sickle in one hand and rifle in the 
other, defended the partisan base. 

The people’s revolutionary -government 
also organized “production partisans” and 
“harvesting shock brigades” to do the farm- 


ing in a militant way to meet the needs of 
the inhabitants for foodstuffs and clothing, 
and set up an arsenal to produce ammuni- 
tion and weapons. It also shcwed great con- 
cern for the education of the people and 
public health work. 

In the course of implementing the polli- 
cies of the people’s revolutionary government 
the mass. basis of the partisan unit grew 
in scope and strength, and the partisan 
pase was fortified into a strong bulwark of 
the revolution. This roused the national 
pride and high revolutionary tone among 
the working people who had been subject- 
ed to every kind of maltreatment and con- 
tempt because they were a people without 
a country. Moreover, it prompted the pow- 
erful advance of the anti-Japanese, nation- 
al-liberation struggle. 

The communists who guided the people's 
revolutionary government, regarding the 
Korean revolution as an inseparable part 
of the world revolution, exerted every ounce 
of energy to carry it out with credit and to 
be faithful to proletarian internationalism. 

Suffice it to cite a few examples of prole- 
tarian internationalism. The anti-Japanese 
partisans and the people in the partisan 
base shedding blood, fought shoulder to 
shoulder with the Chinese people against 
the Japanese imperialism, their common 
enemy. They also fought under the slogan: 
“Defend with arms the Soviet Union, the 
first socialist state!” 

The line and policies of the people’s re- 
volutionary government were formulated in 
the 10-point Programme of the Fatherland 
Restoration Association. Article I of the 
Programme read: “The rule of brigandish 
Japanese imperialism be crushed and a 
genuine Korean people’s government be 
established on the basis of a broad united 
anti-Japanese front organized through the 
general mobilization of the Korean nation.” 
The Programme stipulated the immediate 
tasks of the Korean revolution were to 
solve the land problem in a revolutionary 
way, to build an independent national eco- 
nomy, and to improve the people’s life. It 
also took into consideration the democra- 
lic rights of the broad popular masses and 
the interests of all sections. 

The Programme of the Fatherland Res- 
toration Association not only clearly defin- 
ed the target of struggle for establishing a 


people’s government of a new type in our 
country, but was a decisive factor in laying 
the mass basis of the people’s government. 

The priceless experiences accumulated in 
the 30’s in working out the line of establish- 
ing a “people’s government” and_ in the 
course of struggle for implementing the 
revolutionary policies laid down in the Pro- 
gramme of the Fatherland Restoration As- 
sociation became a firm guarantee for the 
Korean people under the guidance of the 
Party to establish, manage, and develop 
the people’s power by themselves even in 
the difficult political obtaining 
after the liberation.

“Our people’s power is a political power 
which has inherited the glorious revolu- 
tionary traditions of the Korean commun- 
ists and patriotic people, and signifies a 
great achievement made _ by our people 
under the leadership of the Party through 
their hard struggle. Our political power is a 
genuine people’s power which thoroughly 
serves the people and maintains blood rela- 
tionship with them; it is a most democratic 
and unshakable political power relying on 
the united strength of the workers, peas- 
ants and the entire people and extensively 
enlisting the broad masses of the people in 
the state affairs.” (Kim Il Sung) 

To establish such people's power was one 
of the foremost, pressing and _ practical 
questions facing our people after the liber- 
ation. 

Comrade Kim I] Sung, while further de- 
veloping the “people’s government” line 
of the anti-Japanese armed struggle period 
in the light of the new historical situation, 
outlined the line of establishing the peo- 
ple’s power with due regard to the charac- 
ter and duties. of our revolution. 

The policy of our Party on solving the 
question of power, as was elucidated by 
Comrade Kim Il Sung immediately after 
the liberation, was “‘...to establish a demo- 
cratic people’s republic capable of guaran- 
teeing complete independence of our nation 
by rallying the broad patriotic democratic 
forces.” And following this line, the Partly 
established the North Korean Provisional 
People’s Committee. 

With the North Korean Provisional Peo- 
ple’s Committee established on the basis 
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of the broad united front, whose nucleus 
was the worker-peasant alliance led by the 
working class, our people came to take 
power into their hands for the first time in 
their history, and, using this as a weapon, 
thoroughly carried out the democratic re- 
forms. 

Our people implemented the tasks of the 
anti-imperialist, anti-feudal democratic re- 
volution in the North, and, on this basis, 
held democratic elections of historic signi- 
ficance to establish the North Korean Peo- 
ple’s Committee, the political power per- 
forming the functions of the proletarian 
dictatorship. 

Later, our people under the guidance of 
the Party, with a view to removing the 
danger of a national split created by the 
U.S. imperialists who cooked up a puppet 
regime in South Korea under their occupa- 
tion, held a general election throughout 
North and South Korea in August 1948. 
And subsequently came into being the 
Supreme People’s Assembly of the Demo- 
cratic People’s Republic of Korea, the all- 
Korea highest legislative body, and the 
Government of the Democratic People’s Re- 
public of Korea. 

The Democratic People’s Republic of Ko- 
rea, a genuine people’s state and the glori- 
ous fatherland of the entire Korean people, 
has not only invested the people with poli- 
tical freedom and rights, but also ensured 
them material comfort and a cultural, 
happy life. 


The political basis of our government 
has constantly been reinforced. 

The establishment of the undivided sway 
of the relations of socialist production in 
town and the countryside put an end to ex- 
ploitation and oppression in our country, 
bringing about a radical change in the 
class structure of our society. 

Human relations are guided by comrade- 
ly feelings of working together and help- 
ing each other for the common interests and 
prosperity; the worker-peasant alliance 
has been further consolidated on the soci- 
alist foundation; the entire people, basing 
themselves on this alliance, have realized 
an unshakable political and moral unity. 
That our state and social system has been 
consolidated as never before and our coun- 
try has undergone such tremendous socio- 
economic changes cannot be imagined apart 
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from the struggle of our people’s power 
under the guidance of the Party, which 
strives in all its activities and work to ma- 
terialize the correct class line and the re- 
volutionary mass line that came into being 
in the anti-Japanese armed struggle period. 

Immediately after the liberation, the peo- 
ple’s power enforced the thorough-going 
dictatorship over the class enemy—the 
landlords, comprador capitalists, pro-Japa- 
nese elements, traitors. Then it went over 
to the stage of implementing the tasks of 
the transition period, intensifying its strug- 
gle against a handful of counter-revolution- 
uries opposed to socialism. In this, our 
Party relied on the rich experience of strug- 
gle accumulated in the anti-Japanese 
armed struggle period and adopted the 
policy of enlisting, educating, and remold- 
ing the people of all circles to win over 
them to our side, of developing democracy 
among the working people in every way, 
of strengthening the ties between the peo- 
ple and government organs, and of mobil- 
izing the broad working masses to expose, 
punish, and isolate the enemy cf the peo- 
le. 

: The people’s power also strengthened its 
ties with the masses of the people. More- 
over, with a view to raising its functions 
as a weapon in the revolution and construc- 
tion, it adopted the policy of consolidating 
its composition qualitatively through de- 
mocratic elections in accordance with the 
demands of the changing realities, and at 
the same time, reorganized administration 
and economic setups. 

In executing all these policies, the peo- 
ple’s power, following the example of the 
people’s revolutionary government, strictly 
adhered to the principle of democratic cen- 
tralism at all times, enlisting the broader 
masses of people in the state and economic 
management and bringing its guidance 
closer to the lower units. 


The correctness of this principle is con- 
firmed by the great vitality of the reorgan- 
ized economic and administrative appara- 
tus of today which has further advanced 
the country’s economy and culture. Parti- 
cularly the Chungsan-ri spirit and _ the 
Chungsan-ri method, as well as the Daian 
work system and the new agricultural gui- 
dance system, the very incarnation of the 
former, furnish an example of having cre- 


ditably materialized the traditional revolu- 
tionary mass line of our Party in confor- 
mity with the new conditions. Now they 
constitute a powerful factor in accelerating 
the all-round socialist construction in our 
country. 

The principled unity of the functionaries 
of the people’s power organs and their 
working style and methods serve as one oi 
the important factors in successfully ex- 
ecuting the revolutionary tasks. 


Today the functionaries of our people’s 
power organs, like anti-Japanese fighters 
of the past, are firmly united not only in 
their work but also through their comradely 
and human relations. They are display- 
ing the lofty revolutionary fellow-spirit and 
are sharing the sweets and bitters for the in- 
terests of the Party and the revolution. And 
whenever they give guidance, they person- 
ally go to the places concerned, hold discus- 
sions with the masses on all questions, and 
then ably mobilize the masses for the fulfil- 
ment of the tasks. | 

Our people’s power is ever so powerful, 
because, along with the indestructible poli- 
tical base, it is provided with the firm econo- 
mic foundation capable of running the na- 
tional life on its own. 


The entire Korean people put up a hard 
struggle tightening their belts to implement 
the long-range plan for the future of the 
country. As a result, today our people’s 
power is in possession of heavy industry 
with a powerful machine-building industry 
as its core as well as a modern light indus- 
try and advanced agriculture. 


All these successes signify the _ brilliant 
victory of our Party’s consistent line of 
building an independent national economy, 
and the fruition of the firm stand of our 
people’s power of adhering to the principle 
of self-reliance in consolidating its econo- 
mic base. 


Already in the early post-liberation days, 
Comrade Kim I] Sung, referring to the cons- 
truction of an independent national econo- 
my, said as follows: 


“In order to build a democratic indepen- 
dent state, one must lay the independent 
economic base of one’s nation; in order to 
lay the independent economic base, one 
must rapidly develop the national economy. 

“Without the independent economic base, 


we cannot achieve independence, nor can 
we build a state, nor can we survive.” 

It was not an easy task for our country 
to build an independent national economy 
—a country which had inherited a_ back- 
ward economy, severely damaged at that, 
and had no experience in economic cons- 
truction. But the people’s government un- 
der the guidance of the Party determined 
not to repeat the past life of contempt and 
humiliation which Korea was made to go 
through at the hands of foreign aggressors 
because she had been backward and weak, 
It determined to march shoulder to shoulder 
with other nations of the world, unwaver- 
ingly adhering to the road it has chosen 
and holding high the revolutionary banner 
of self-reliance which the anti-Japanese 
partisans had upheld. 

Today the rapid development of our eco- 
nomy is attended by the steady improve- 
ment in the people’s living and flowering 
national culture. 

The educational and cultural policy of 
the Party and the Government has brought 
about an army of national cadres, startled 
the world with a great scientific discovery, 
and has made our arts flower more than 
ever. 

The advanced educational system, in 
which education is combined with produc- 
tive labour, has been established; compul- 
sory primary and secondary education has 
been enforced; free medical treatment intro- 
duced in our country. And all this speaks of 
progress and enrichment of the cultural 
policy, compulsory free education, and free 
medical treatment, which had been expound- 
ed in the Programme of the Fatherland 
Restoration Association and implemented 
by the people’s revolutionary government. 

The more our Republic flourishes and 
develops, the more the U.S. imperialists and 
their lackeys become desperate to under- 
mine our revolutionary gains. And the peo- 
ple’s power under the guidance of the Par- 
ty organized in time the People’s Army 
with the anti-Japanese partisans as its core 
and took over their revolutionary pa- 
triotic traditions and experiences of strug- 
gle. In this the Party took into considera- 
tion the situation created after liberation 
and the character of our revolution and the 
question of safeguarding the revolutionary 
democratic base in the North and expedit- 
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ing the complete independence. of the coun- 
try. Moreover, in organizing the armed 
forces, the Party and the Government did 
not wait until all conditions became mature. 
Nor did they count on others’ aid. But they 
adhered to the policy of training and 
strengthening the army on their own effort 
by mobilizing all available possibilities. 

Recently measures were taken to make 
the People’s Army a-cadre army, to arm 
the entire people, to turn the country into 
a fortress, to further develop the defence 
industry, to intensify the class education in 
the People’s Army, etc. And all these mea- 
sures reflect the embodiment of the Pro- 
eramme worked out in the anti-Japanese 
armed struggle period, signifying the crea- 
tive application of Marxist-Leninist milit- 
ary theories. 

Our People’s Army, which demonstrated 
its might in the great Fatherland Libera- 
tion War, has been further developed and 
strengthened into an invincible armed force 
under the correct guidance of the Party 
and the Government. And _ the entire peo- 
ple, holding hammer and sickle in one 
hand and rifle in the other, like those in 
the partisan base had done, have turned 
the country into an impregnable fortress.

lish a partisan base and then spread the 
flames of revolution throughout the coun- 
try. 

The powerful revolutionary democratic 
base set up in the North is not only a de- 
cisive factor in markedly expediting the 
cause of the country’s unification. It will 
become a firm wherewithal to continually 
advance our revolution after the country’s 
unification. 

The international position and influence 
of our country have grown in scope and 
strength thanks to the great achievements 
made by our people in their heroic strug- 
gle for socialist construction and for the 
unification of the country and to the correct 
foreign policy of the Party and the Gov- 
ernment. 

The basic foreign policy of North Korea, 
proceeding from the principle of proletari- 
an internationalism, is to strengthen friend- 
ly relations. with the socialist countries, to 
wage a determined struggle for peace a- 
gainst imperialism, to actively support the 
national-liberation struggle of the oppres- 
sed nations and the revolutionary struggle 
of the working people in the capitalist coun- 
tries, and to establish state relations with 
all countries which hold in respect the inde- 
pendence and freedom of our nation and treat 
us on equal footing.

After two years and seven months the 
South Korean “military government,” the 
very incarnation of tyranny and misrule, 
has been clothed with a new coat of “civi- 
lian government” through the farce of 
“‘transfer of power to the civilians.” 

And the Pak Jung Hi clique are blabbing 
to make the people believe that the “civ- 
ilian government” is a “regime” of the “will 
of the people” and of “democracy;” then 
“self-reliance” and ‘“‘self-sustenance” are 
their deceptive slogans. 

It is a well-known fact that the Pak 
Jung Hi regime, which put a mantle of 
civilian over the military uniform, is noth- 
ing but a puppet apparatus, as the Syng- 
man Rhee and Chang Myun “regimes” 
were, to carry out the neo-colonial policy 
of U.S. imperialism. 


PAK JUNG HI “REGIME”—EVIL 
PRODUCT OF NEO-COLONIAL POLICY 
OF U.S. IMPERIALISM 


Aiter World War II, the flames of the 
fierce anti-imperialist, national-liberation 
struggle flared up in the colonial and de- 
pendent countries. Under such situation, it 
became increasingly difficult for the im- 
perialists to maintain their colonial rule 
by old methods. Hence, they came out with 
a more cunning, vicious method and form 
of colonial rule, neo-colonialism. 

Today U.S. imperialism is the ringleader 
of neo-colonialism. 

Under the cloak of “aid,” the U.S. imperi- 
alists have occupied new positions in the 
colonial and dependent countries and set 
up military bases there. Then they have 


rigged up puppet regimes in those  coun- 
ries. 
South Korea presents the most glaring 


example of Washington's neo-colonialism. 
The American imperialist aggressors, 
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REGIME 


who came to South Korea as ruthless colo- 
nial rulers, have cooked up a puppet re- 
gime with their cat’s-paws to give a false 
picture as if South Korea have become an 
“independent state.” 

But nothing can be far from the truth. 
The successive “regimes” in South Korea 
have been a tool of aggressive U.S. policy. 

The vicious colonial rule of U.S. imperi- 
alism aggravated the national and _ class 
contradictions in South Korea, and the 
heroic April (1960) popular uprising of the 
South Korean people overthrew the Syng- 
man Rhee puppet regime. 

The colonial ruling system of the Ameri- 
can imperialists in South Korea was threat- 
ened with the danger of total collapse by 
the ever-intensifying revolutionary advance 
of the South Korean people. 

Flurried at this, the U.S. imperialists de- 
cided to resort to an adventurous course— 
a military coup—and established a bloody 
military, fascist terror rule in South Korea. 
Then, recently, the U.S. imperialists, a past 
master of the cunning colonial ruling 
method, have changed the “military gov- 
ernment” into what is called a “civilian 
government” through the farce of “trans- 
fer of power to civilians” to maintain their 
bestial fascist terror rule. 


For Washington feared that the military 
dictatorial regime, being a temporary mea- 
sure to save themselves from the crisis, was 
something that should not be prolonged. 
Moreover, they feared that should they im- 
pose the military regime long upon the 
people, they would not be able to save 
their colonial rule from final collapse. 

The whole course of the “transfer of 
power to civilians” farce can be divided 
mainly into three stages—the farce which 
U.S. imperialism had produced with Pak 
Jung Hi playing the leading role in putt- 
ing up the “third republic.” 


The first stage covers roughly from May 
16, 1961, to the end of October when the 
military dictatorial system was set up. 


During this period, the U.S. imperialists 
dissolved the old “government” and set up 
the ‘supreme council,” under which were 
placed all legislature, judiciary, adminis- 
tration, and a “military cabinet” to execute 
its policies. Thus all power was concentrat- 
ed in the hands of Pak Jung Hi and one- 
man military dictatorship came into being. 


The military “regime” set up a system of 
oppression with the “central intelligence 
bureau” and dissolved all political parties 
and social organisations. All political ac- 
tivities were prohibited and_ patriotic, 
democratic personages and_ the progres- 
sives were ruthlessly suppressed and 
slaughtered. 


The military “regime” also rigged up 
several fascist organisations for the pro- 
paganda of ‘“anti-communist,” fascist ideas 
and for establishing their social foothold. 
Resorting to every means, such as, threat, 
blackmail, appeasement, they forced more 
than two million people into ‘The national 
movement for reconstruction” and one and 
a half million into the ‘“‘exservicemen’s as- 
sociation.” 

And during this period they adopted near- 
ly 1,000 evil laws in order to legalize and 
consolidate the fascist system. 


From November 1961 to December 1962 
can be regarded as the second stage. 

During this period, the U.S. imperialists 
further reinforced the military fascist sys- 
tem, and decided to carry out the “transfer 
of power to civilians” having necessary 
laws adopted. 


In November 1961 Washington called 
Pak Jung Hi to the United States and gave 
him a detailed directive on the ‘transfer of 
power to civilians” at a meeting what was 
named “U.S.-South Korean heads’ talks.” 
Accordingly Pak Jung Hi began prepara- 
tions for it. 

First of all, in order to consolidate their 
political foothold, the Pak Jung Hi clique 
rigged up the “law on the purification of 
political activities” aimed at suppressing 
the reformist forces. Meanwhile, they had 
further expanded the structure of the “na- 
tional movement for reconstruction” aimed 


at strengthening their social foothold, as 
well as the organization of the “ex-service- 


men’s association,” and accelerated, in 
secret, the formation of the “republican 
party.” 


Along with this, the U.S. imperialists sent 
two American professors to South Korea 
to write the “constitution” of the “third re- 
public’, and, in November 1962, called Kim 
Jong Pil to Washington to hear a report 
on the progress of the “transfer of power 
to civilians” plan and gave a go-ahead 
signal. 

The third stage was the final stage of 
“transferring power to civilians.” During 
this period, the U.S.-Pak clique geared all 
political setups to a two-Party system with 
the “democratic republican party” and the 
Minjung Party.” Then the “presidential and 
national assembly elections were carried 
out in conditions of fraudulence and trick- 
ery, terror and threat to put up the so-call- 
ed “third republic.” 


The whole course of the “transfer of 
power to civilians” revealed the true na- 
ture of the neo-colonial policy of U.S. im- 
perialism and how wily its rule of intelli- 
gence and intrigues is. 

U.S. imperialism, first of all, in face of 
the ever-mounting anti-American, anti-milit- 
ary government spirit of the South Korean 
people, made Pak Jung Hi a spokesman for 
the “common people,” especially a “nation- 
alist,’ in their attempt to cover up the re- 
actionary nature of the Pak Jung Hi re- 
gime and pacify the resistance of the po- 
pular masses. 

At the time of the military coup Washing- 
ton made Magruder, commander of the 
“U.N. Forces” in South Korea, issue a 
statement expressing his “support to the 
Chang Myun regime.” Then through their 
statements they gave an impression as if 
the Pak Jung Hi-Kim Jong Pil clique were 
not to be included in the coming new “re- 
gime.” 

In the meantime, the South Korean pup- 
pet clique headed by Pak Jung Hi, an A- 
merican-trained agent, clamoured about 
“self-reliance,” ‘“‘self-sustenance,” “nation- 
alism’” and so forth. All this was put up 
to give a false picture as if Pak Jung Hi 
and his master were playing different 
tunes. 


It became obvious, however, that this-was 
‘a prearranged farce of U.S. intelligence 
services and intrigues. 

It is thus self-evident that the govern- 
ment produced by U.S. imperialism, like 
the Syngman Rhee and Chang Myun regi- 
mes, is nothing but a puppet of Washing- 
ton. 

Needless to say, if a country is to be- 
come sovereign and independent, it must 
become politically independent, economic- 
ally self-sufficient and have the right to 
defend itself with armed forces. 

But in South Korea these national rights 
of the Korean people have been cast over- 
board by the American imperialist aggres- 
sors. Not to speak of the South Korean peo- 
ple, even the Pak Jung Hi regime, a pro- 
American and pro-Japanese setup, has no 
rights of its own. 

The Yankee aggressors hold all the power 
in political, economic, military and _ all 
other fields. And they ride roughshod in 
South Korea. 


STRUCTURE OF PAK JUNG HI REGIME 
AAND REACTIONARY NATURE OF ITS 
CLASS CONSTITUTION 


The present Pak Jung Hi regime set up 
by the U.S. imperialists, who hold all the 
power in South Korea, represents the inter- 
ests of the American imperialists and their 
stooges—landlords and comprador capital- 
ists, Such puppet regime is only to exercise 
the dictatorship over the South Korean 
workers and working people; it is only a 
tool of U.S. aggression on Korea. 

Yet, the Pak Jung Hi clique are working 
hard to describe as if their “regime” were 
a ‘democratic one” and of the “will of the 
people.” 

The “constitution” of the “third republic” 
provides: Legislative power belongs to the 
National Assembly (Article 35); adminis- 
trative power belongs to the administration 
headed by the President” (Article 63); and 
vee power belongs to the court (Article 
9 


Such provisions are only to mislead the 
people by putting on a semblance of “sepa- 
ration of the powers.” | 

As Lenin pointed out, the separation of 
administrative power from legislative pow- 
er would inevitably bring about predomi- 
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nance of the former over the latter. 
Therefore, in a country which is profes- 

sedly for the “separation of the powers” 

the legislative organ becomes powerless, all 


the tirades at the national assembly are only 


for a show of “democracy”, and everything 
is decided behind the curtain, at the “offices,” 
“headquarters.” 

The Pak Jung Hi “regime”, allegedly a 
“civilian government” is a copy of the “pre- 
sidential system” of the United States. And 
it is not without reason. Washington figur- 
ed that it could realise its colonial policy 
more easily through the personal dictator- 
ship of its faithful stooge. 

Today, all the power of the South Korean 
puppet regime is in the hands of Pak Jung 
Hi under the “presidential system.” 

Pak Jung Hi holds, first of all, the “ca- 
binet” under his thumb. 

Even under Syngman Rhee’s presidenti- 
al system and Chang Myun’s “cabinet sys- 
tem,” the “state council of ministers” had 
the right of voting and enjoyed indepen- 
dence in name. 

But the “state council’ of the present 
government has no “right of voting.” It is 
only a consultative body to the president, 
only carrying out his orders and directives. 

According to South Korea’s law, Pak 
Jung Hi prevails over the “state council” 
as well as the “national assembly.” 

In the days of the Chang Myun regime, 
the “national assembly” could place non- 
confidence in the cabinet, and vice versa. 
And the “law” enacted by the “national as- 
sembly” was unconditionally to be pro- 
claimed as a law by the “President.” Even 
during Syngman Rhee’s rule, the “national 
assembly” could take a non-confidence vote 
in certain members of the “cabinet.” 

The “third republic,” however, unlike its 
predecessors, is openly strengthening the 
dictatorial power of the “president.” 


It is beyond the competence of the “na- 
tional assembly” to demand a non-conii- 
dence vote in the “cabinet.” Not only that. 
The “president” has veto power to cancel 
ay “law” passed by the “national assem- 

Vs 

Pak Jung Hi holds power to appoint jus- 
tices, thus he holds the court too. 

In a word, the “president” appoints the 
chief justice and justices of the ‘supreme 
court,” the highest. law officers; and the 


“chief justice of the supreme court” is em- 
owered to appoint all other judges. 

All this shows, that prerogatives of the 
former “chairman of the supreme council” 
has been transferred to the “president,” 
that is, from Pak Jung Hi to Pak Jung Hi. 

In order to intensify the fascist dicta- 
torship, Pak Jung Hi has not only seized 
al] the power but also put all the existing 
fascist terror setups under the office of the 
“president” or set up new ones. 

Pak Jung Hi set up the new “state se- 
curity council” which is only answerable to 
him, then placed under his office all such 
terror organs as “central inteiligence bure- 
au” and “investigation bureau”—these two 
were previously under the “supreme coun- 
cil’-- and even the “headquarters of the 
national movement for reconstruction,” a 
propaganda setup for the anti-communist, 
fascist policy of Pak Jung Hi. 

The “‘state security council’ is, in fact, 
{he supreme legislative organ, and the “cen- 
tral intelligence bureau” plays a leading 
role in it. 

Both from its composition and functions, 
the “state security council” is a vicious tool. 
It is the headquarters for suppressing the 
people and working out a pro-American, 
“anti-Communist” policy. Accordingly, the 
“cabinet” and “national assembly’ have 
little power. They are there only to carry 
out and rationalize the fascist policy ol 
Pak Jung Hi. 

As seen above, the Pak Jung Hi puppet 
regime is a vicious fascist terror machine- 
ry, and its class composition assumes an 
out-and-out reactionary character. 

The hierarchy of the Pak Jung Hi “re- 
gime” are pro-American and pro-Japanese 
stooges and “anti-communist” fascist ele- 
ments who carry out faithfully the aggres- 
sive policy of U.S. imperialism and speak 
for the interests of the landlords and com- 
prador capitalists. 

The “assemblymen,” for the most part, 
like their predecessors, are the comprador 
capitalists, landlords and _ bureaucrats. 
There is not a singie one who represenis 
the workers and peasants and the working 
people. 

Of the “assemblymen of the third re- 
public,” capitalists and landlords number 
65 (38.7 per cent), the biggest part. 

Particularly, in the present “national as- 


sembly” are 31 former armymen (17.7 per 
cent of the total number); the remaining 
ones are mostly former high-ranking offi- 
cials or political brokers. 


The “national assembly” with no repre- 
sentatives of the people including workers 
and peasants can neither represent the in- 
terests of the people, nor pursue a popular 
policy. 

Now a word about the careers and poli- 
tical trends of the ministers. They too are 
out-and-out pro-American and _ pro-Japan- 
ese elements and spokesmen for the land- 
lords and comprador capitalists. 

A large majority of the ‘‘cabinet” memb- 
ers are reactionary bureaucrats and pro- 
American and pro-Japanese elements who 
were faithful to Japanese imperialism, then 
to the U.S. Military Government in South 
Korea and the successive puppet regimes. 

Among the eighteen ‘cabinet’? members, 
eight are former “ministers” and advisers 
to the military ‘‘regime;” seven are those 
who had held important posts in the “de- 
mocratic republican party’ and “May 
friendship society;” three are those politic- 
ians who had been “executives of the ‘‘anti- 
communist federation” in the days of the 
military “regime,” or “vice-ministers” in 
the Syngman Rhee puppet government. 

At present, those who hold real power 
in the Pak Jung Hi “regime” are mostly 
former armymen. They are “anti-commun- 
ist” fascist elements to the marrow, and. 
are agents who had long been trained at. 
the intelligence setups of the U.S. and Ja- 
panese imperialists. 


Pak Jung Hi himself, the real possessor 
of power, was once a lieutenant in the Ja- 
panese army. Before liberation, he partici- 
pated in more than 110 “punitive opera- 
tions” against the anti-Japanese partisans 
in Northeast China. After liberation he held 
an important post in the “Army Intelligence 
Bureau.” He was head of the “Army Intel- 
ligence School,” and “Chief of the army 
C.1.C.” During his long service in the U.S. 
secret agencies, Pak Jung Hi arrested, jail- 
ed, and slaughtered many patriots. 


Kim Jong Pil who practically exercises 
power in the Pak Jung Hi government is a 
U.S. infantry school graduate. He had been 
a section-chief of the puppet army intelli- 
gence bureau. He had spent the most part 
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of his life in the intelligence service. 

~ Such being the case, it is quite impossible 
to find any trace of national spirit in the 
present reactionary “regime.” Therefore, 
no substantial difference is to be found be- 
tween the new “regime” and the previous 
ones which had been faithful to the U.S. 
policy of aggression. 


BASIC POLICY OF THE PAK JUNG HI 
PUPPET REGIME 


The pro-American, “anti-communist” and 

fascist nature of the Pak Jung Hi puppet 
regime defines the content of the basic re- 
actionary and anti-popular policy of this 
“regime.” 
It is the basis of the policy pursued by 
the Pak Jung Hi puppet regime to mainta- 
in the colonial ruling system of U.S. im- 
perialism and observe old orders. No dif- 
ference can be seen from ail its predeces- 
SOrs. 

However, the concrete policy of the given 
period depends on the changing and devel- 
oping objective situation. 

The developments in South Korea before 

and after the “return to civilian rule” are 
characterised by the ever-aggravating 
crisis of U.S. colonial rule and the grow- 
ing demand of the popular masses for free- 
dom, democracy and the right to existence 
and for the peaceful unification of the coun- 
try. 
The South Korean people want no more 
to go through what they were forced to go; 
the U.S. imperialists and the South Korean 
ruling circles find it hard to maintain 
their old positions unless they come up 
with something new. 

To escape from the imminent collapse is 
the main concern of the Pak Jung Hi re- 
gime. To this end it is internally to streng- 
then the fascist despotic system combined 
with appeasement and deception, plunder 
the pecple of their properties, pursue an 
“anti-communist” policy, and to aggravate 
tension; then externally, it promotes all the 
more actively the pro-American and _ pro- 
Japanese policy. 

Pak Jung Hi has advocated what he cal- 
led “South Korean-style 
order to cover up the reactionary nature of 
his ‘‘anti-communist” fascist policy. In his 
‘New Year Message” Pak Jung Hi stated 
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democracy” in 


that he would adopt a policy of equality 
before the law and of uprooting all social 
unrest, and, at the same time, of defending 
the freedom and human rights of the good 
citizens. Consequently, he continued, all 
law-enforcing bodies should be outside the 
realm of politics. 

Yet, the fact is that they are still pursu- 
ing a fascist policy to suppress the people 
who demand the right to existence and free- 
dom, independence and _ self-sustenance, 
rejecting subjugation to outside forces. 

The Pak Jung Hi clique is still maintain- 
ing such terror organs as the “central in- 
telligence bureau’ and metropolitan se- 
curity forces” and more than 2,500 reaction- 
ary evil laws including the ‘“anti-commun- 
ist law” and “state security law,” the pru- 
ducts of the military junta. Moreover, in 
order to strengthen the police and other 


terror organs, the Pak Jung Hi clique have 


stuffed them with their die-hard followers 
and still more vicious elements. 

The puppet pclice has black-listed those 
who would stand in the van of the anti- 
American and anti-government movement. 
And it is to apply the “state security law” 
and ‘‘anti-communist law” to those who 
make the anti-government propaganda. 

Along with this, they have placed all 
“trade unions” under their strict surveillance 
and suppress savagely all labour move- 
ments. They are madly trying to arrest the 
advance of the students in particular. In 
late March this year, the puppet police 
threw scores of tear bombs at the demon- 
strating students who demanded an end to 
the treacherous “South Korea-Japan talks.” 
Many leading students were arrested and 
1mprisoned. 

Today in South Korea even such rudi- 
mentary democratic rights as the freedom 
of speech, the press, assembly, association, 
demonstration and strike are disappeared 
completely. Only a terrible atmosphere of 
mediaeval oppression prevails. 

The Pak Jung Hi clique on the one hand 
practise the fascist oppression against the 
popular masses, and, on the other, put up 
a deceptive economical slogan to mislead 
the people hoping that the people will em- 
brace an illusion about the “government.” 

In his “New Year message” Pak Jung 
Hi declared that he would, without fail, 
provide the people with what they must 


have, improve the housing condition, and 
bring about financial stability. He said his 
regime stood for an independent economy 
and a decent life to the people. 

However, this was only to give a false 
icture as if it were able to cope with the 
deteriorating South Korean economy and 
relieve the people from the hard-pressed 
life. 

The Pak Jung Hi “regime” is in no posi- 
tion to improve the economy. Only they are 
bringing in more foreign capital and are 
intensifying the ‘austerity policy” in an 
attempt to pull through the present econo- 
mic crisis. 

They have turned the state enterprises 
into private ones, eased the price control 
and restored a free price structure to pave 
the way for foreign capital. Moreover, they 
are anxious to bring in Japanese capital 
by concluding the “South Korea-Japan 
talks.” 

Now the Pak Jung Hi clique under the 
name of “property claim” is to receive 300 
million dollars of ‘‘aid’’ and as much credit. 

In the meantime, Pak Jung Hi advocat- 
ing economy and austerity has cut down 
funds for investments and loans for this 
year to 16,300,000,000 won — a reduction 
of 4,600,000,000 won over the previous year, 
cr less than half of what was _ originally 
envisaged in the “five-year plan”. 

In the meantime they are plundering the 
people more and more. This year taxes will 
go up by 3,500,000,000 won over the pre- 
vious year, and railway fare rose by 15 per 
cent and school tuition and entrance fees 
by 20-50 per cent. 

It is obvious that such anti-popular and 
treacherous economic policy of the Pak 
Jung Hi clique cannot relieve the people 
from the hard life. Only it would bring ruin 
and confusion to the economic life of the 
people. 

Because of Pak Jung Hi's austerity po- 
licy, financial difficulty has been further 
aggravated. Particularly, it is expected 
that medium and small enterprises would 
go bankrupt rapidly. According to the ‘“mi- 
nistry of commerce and industry,” the sta- 
ple fibre industry is in such a difficult po- 
Sition that the existing 4,000 factories would 
Inevitably be reduced to 20! 

The ever increasing taxes and the sky- 
rocketing prices and fees have further 


shrunk the real income of the working peo- 
ple. Then unemployment is increasing. And 
ihe life of the South Korean people is going 
from bad to worse. 

Today in South Korea there is an incre- 
asing number of people who commit sui- 
cide, unable to bear a hard living. Such be- 
ing the situation, an early solution of the 
question of the people's life poses itself as 
one of the most urgent social and political 
problems. 

In the field of culture, too, the Pak Jung 
Hi clique are infusing ‘“anti-communism”’ 
and American worship into the people to 
Kill their class and national consciousness, 
as what the military “regime” had done. 
It goes without saying all this aims at con- 
solidating the ideological foundation of the 
colonial fascist rule. 

With such worn-out slogans as “creation 
of a new national culture,” ‘exaltation of 
the national spirit,” “spiritual revolution,” 
they are trying to shield their reactionary 
policy. It must be added this is another 
case of inheritance from the military “re- 
gime.” 

They are still pursuing a policy of mi- 
litarizing schools, clamouring about ‘‘anti- 
communist military moral — education.” 
National culture has been converted into a 
reactionary one while the American way 
of life and a fin-de-siecle trend are praised. 
Thus in South Korea morality and culture 
of the Korean nation have been trampled 
upon. And crimes, sickness, poverty, and 
unrest are rampant. 


The reactionary nature of the Pak Jung 
Hi puppet regime is revealed more clearly 
in its out-and-out pro-American, pro-Ja- 
panese and “anti-communist” foreign poli- 
cy and its drive for a fratricidal war. 

The criminal Pak Jung Hi clique are 
bent on the preparations for fratricidal war. 
They are working hard to perpetuate the 
national split so as to chain South Korea 
more securely to the U.S. chariot and bring 
the Japanese militarists into South Korea 
again. They are pursuing the policy to sell 
the nation doubly to the American and Ja- 
panese imperialists. 

No wonder, then, the Pak Jung Hi clique 
are begging for more American “aid,” 
though they are blabbing about an “in- 
dependent economy.” They are begging the 
U.S. army not to withdraw from South Ko- 
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rea. They are viciously scheming to create 
a war atmosphere, arouse a hostility a- 
gainst North Korea, aggravate tension and 
to reinforce the military strength. 

A number of the U.S. bellicose generals 
frequent South Korea to inspect the U.S. 
and puppet army units and to hold secret 
talks. 

They are reinforcing the military equip- 
ment and materials. Then they are cons- 
tantly staging provocations in the areas 
along the Military Demarcation Line. 

Moreover, the Pak Jung Hi clique are 
most anxious to join hands with the Japan- 


ese militarists and form the aggressive 
“Northeast Asia Military Alliance,’ as the 
U.S. bids. They are working hard to bring 
the “South Korea-Japan talks” to an early 


conclusion,” even if they are called — as 
they put it — second Li Wan Yong. 
Japanese imperialism, taking such 


advantage, is doing everything to build in 
South Korea a foothold for aggression, for 
economic infiltration, and for Japanizing 
South Korea. 

The Pak Jung Hi puppet regime will 
never be able to escape the people’s con- 
demnation and its inevitable doom.

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SELF-SUFFICIENT STRUCTURE OF 
NATIONAL ECONOMY AND 
HIGH TEMPO OF ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT 


CHOI JOONG GEUK 


The question concerning the structure of 
the national economy and the tempo cai e- 
conomic development is one of the most 
important theoretical and practical ques- 
tions facing a Marxist-Leninist party at 
ail stages of socialist construction. 

A structure of the diversified and highly 
developed economy constitutes the main 
content of independent national economic 
construction and a prerequisite for ensur- 
ing a high tempo of growth and balanced 
development of the economy as a whole. 

The self-sufficient structure of the nation- 
al economy and the high tempo of economic 
development are closely interlinked with 
each other. 

If a nation is to eliminate the backward- 
ness left over from the old society in the 
earliest possible date, consolidate the poli- 
tical and economic independence of the 
country, and steadily improve the material 
and cultural standards of the people, it 
must build an independent national economy 
on the principle of seli-reliance and devel- 
op it at a maximum speed. 

A diversified and highly developed econo- 
mic structure affords a sure guarantee for 
attaining a high tempo of economic growth; 
a high tempo of economic growth consoli- 
dates further the foundation of the national 
economy. 

Up to some years ago, our economy was 
very backward and onesided thanks to the 
rabid Japanese imperialist rule, then it 
underwent a severe war. Yet the country 
has been turned in the shortest time pos- 


sible into a socialist industrial-agricultural 
country equipped with modern heavy and 
light industries and advanced agriculture. 
And it maintains a speedy pace of socialist 
construction. And all this is attributable to 
the fact that our Party has constantly exert- 
ed efforts to improve and perfect the e- 
conomic structure. 


Today our economic structure in which 
all processes of reproduction — from the 
extraction of raw materials to the produc- 
tion of machines, equipment and consumer 
coods — form a perfect system, is a reliable 
lever to further expand and strengthen the 
foundation of the independent national e- 
conomy. 


The fundamental changes in the struc- 
ture of our national economic branches 
after the liberation and the tremendous 
achievements resulting therefrom eloquent- 
ly confirm that even a country which has 
inherited a backward economy from the 
old society can develop its national econo- 
my in a many-sided way. And that only will 
provide the country with the shortest cut to 
the high road of catching up with the ad- 
vanced countries. 


Now our people who have won a great 
victory in building an independent nation- 
al economy, have a new, brilliant prospect. 

Our people are acquitting themselves 
very well of their task of further replenish- 
ing and perfecting the structure of the 
national economy in the Seven-Year Plan 
period on the basis of the achievements 
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made, and of turning the country into a 
developed socialist industrial one. 


To create the structure of a diversified 
economy constitutes an important phase in 
building an independent national economy. 

Independent national economy — this 
means in essence a fully developed, diversi- 
fied economy. 

As regards the essence of an independent 
national economy, Comrade Kim Il Sung 
said as follows: “To build an independent 
national economy means to develop econo- 
my in a diversified way, equip it with up- 
to-date technique, and create its own firm 
raw material bases, thus forming a com- 
prehensive economic system in which all 
branches are interlinked organically with 
each other so as to produce and supply 
basically at home heavy and light indus- 
trial products and agricultural produce 
needed for the prosperity of the country and 
the enhancement of the people’s _ living.” 
(“Immediate Tasks of the Government of 
the Democratic People’s Republic of Ko- 
rea’) 

The structure of diversified production 
enables the country to meet more fully its 
ever-growing demands for the means olf 
production and consumer goods, to utilize 
in a rational way natural resources and 
labour available in the country and _ to 
accelerate technical progress and_ the 
advancement of productive forces. 

Only by building a comprehensive econo- 
mic system in which all branches are in- 
terlinked, can a nation firmly ensure the e- 
conomic independence and political sellf- 
sustenance, steadily improve the people's 
living, accelerate the development of scien- 
ce, technique and culture, and promote 
relations of co-operation with the fraternal 
countries on the principle of complete equal- 
ity and mutual benefit. 

To build a structure of diversified produc- 
tion is a question of particular urgency for 
a country in building a new society — a 
country which, with its economy having 
been greatly hindered from normal develop- 
ment under the imperialist rule, could not 
build its own independent national econo- 
mies. 

If such a country is to consolidate its 
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revolutionary gains and achieve national 
prosperity, it must remove as soon as 
possible contradictions between the advanc- 
ed social system it has built and the back- 
ward, onesided economy it has_ inherited 
from the old society, and create essential 
branches for material production. Only by 
creating modern heavy and light industries 
and advanced agriculture, can such a coun- 
try realize in the shortest possible period a 
technical transformation of its economy 
mainly by itself, ensure its rapid, all-round 
development. 

Immediately after the liberation, our 
Party defined that the structure of the 
national economy and its development must 
fcllow the line of building an independent 
national economy and, on this basis, it has 
energetically carried out the policy of 
steadily perfecting the structure of pro- 
duction. 


The achievements of our national economy 
confirm that the structure of the national 
economy guided by the line of building an 
independent national economy serves’ as 
the most fundamental factor in raising the 
efficiency of social production and in main- 
taining the high tempo of growth of the 
economy. 

The highly developed structure of a 
diversified national economy increases the 
national income by enhancing, first of all, 
the leading role of industry in the nationai 
ny and steadily expanding its posi- 
ion. 

The rapid growth of the national income 
is an essential condition for ensuring a high 
tempo of enlarged reproduction and _ the 
systematic improvement in the life of the 
people. Without the growth of the national 
income, production cannot be expanded. 
Nor can the people’s living be improved. 

The growing rate and scale of the nation- 
al income are dependent on those of pro- 
duction. 

The structure of the developed, diversifi- 
ed economy ensures the rapid development 
of all production branches, particularly the 
industry, and raises its leading position in 
the national economy, and thus raises the 
growing rate of the national income and 
expands its scale. 

This is clearly shown in the high grow- 
ing rate of the national income in our e- 
conomy.

Our country in the post-liberation years 
ensured a steady growth in the national 
income; particularly, the national income 
from the industry registered the highest 
rate compared with all other branches. 

Taking 1946 as 100, the share of industry 
in the total national income was 238 in 
1953 and 35-fold in 1962. 


This shows that the national income, the 
material source of enlarged reproduction, 
erows in close relation with the perfection 
of the structure of the national economy 
and the rapid growth of industry. 


The structure of the developed, diversifi- 
ed economy promotes the technical progress 
of a society, raises labour efficiency, and 
realizes the accumulation of production on 
an ever-growing scale, thereby creating a 
material condition for achieving the high 
rate of development of the economy. 


To set up new industrial branches is 
hinged on the planned development of those 
branches which are in direct connection 
with technical progress. 


With the creation and development of 
machine-building, power and chemical in- 
dustries, the country will realize the indus- 
trialization of the country, equip all branch- 
es of the national economy with up-to-date 
technique, introduce new technique in pro- 
duction without interruption, and _ create 
new branches of production, and in this 
way it can maintain a rapid rate of enlarg- 
ed reproduction. 


The structure of the diversified produc- 
tion, ensuring the planned enlarged repro- 
duction of productive fixed funds, makes it 
Possible to produce a sufficient number of 
supplementary means of production and 
consumer goods to realize accumulation 
which is necessitated as the national in- 
come grows rapidly. 

As is known, the growth of accumula- 
tion fund does not mean in itself the reali- 
zation of accumulation. 

The realization of accumulation fund ex- 
panded as a result of the increased nation- 
al income necessitates that the net products 
attain the end in the form of kind. 


Without key branches producing produc- 
tive fixed fund, without these branches tal- 
ing due places in the national economy, a 
ccuntry cannot produce in a planned way 
the objects of labour and consumer goods, 
let alone the instruments of labour neces- 
sary for ensuring the reproduction on an 
ever-expanding scale, and accordingly can- 
not fully realize the production accumula- 
tion. 


The structure of the developed, diversified 
national economy, particularly the rapid 
development of the key heavy industrial 
branches including machine-building  in- 
dustry, is a sure guarantee for realizing 
apace the rapidly expanding production 
accumulation in tne domain of national eco- 
nomy. 

This explains how our country after the 
liberation could increase production accu- 
mulation faster than lhe national income. 

Here are figures showing the mutual rela- 
tions between the growth of the national 
income and that of the investment for pro- 
ductive construction. Taking 1956 as 100, 
the national income was 214 in 1960, and 
291 in 1963, and when we take the average 
annual investment for productive construc- 
tion in 1954-56 as 100, it increased to 138 
in 1957-60 and to 189 in 1961-63. 


The structure of diversified production 
goes a long way towards raising the effi- 
ciency of fixed fund and reducing the fund 
consumed by products. In this way, it also 
works on the growing rate of the economy. 


Less fund consumed per product means 
more products with the given productive 
fund. The consumption of the productive 
fund per product is decided by mutual rela- 
tions between the enhancing labour eificien- 
cy and the improving equipment of produc- 
tive fund. The more rapidly the labour eifi- 
ciency enhances compared with the equip- 
ping of productive fund, the less productive 
fund is consumed per product and the more 
rapidly the economy develops. 


A rapid development of the national e- 
conomy, the industry in particular, and its 
elevated leading position tend to increase 
the quantity of productive fund embodied 
in the product. However, with the accelera- 
tion of technical progress accompanied by 
the rapid expansion of industry, labour 
productivity rises speedily while decreas- 
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ing the quantity of productive, fixed funds 
consumed in the national economy as a 
whole. 

This shows that the country’s all-round 
industrialization while pushing up labour 
productivity still faster, can reduce the 
consumption rate of productive funds. The 
structure of the national economy has 4 
great bearing on this question. 

The increase of the share of industry in 
the national economy, particularly that of 
machine-building and chemical industries 
which need smaller funds embodied in the 
product, will further raise the efficiency of 
social production in the national economy 
as a whole. 

We have abolished the onesidedness in 
the structure of production left over by Ja- 
panese imperialism and created the many- 
sided structure of the economy with the 
machine-building industry as its core. This 
made it possible to turn the utility of pro- 
ductive, fixed funds for the better and to 
decrease the quantity of fund embodied in 
the product, thus furnishing one of the major 
factors in accelerating the speed of econo- 
mic development. 

The structure of the diversified economy 
provides a favourable condition for the en- 
larged reproduction of labour and creates 
the possibility of mobilizing to a maximum 
and using in a rational way the labour ol 
society. For the enlarged reproduction of 
labour presupposes the enlarged reproduc- 
tion of the articles of consumption and the 
latter is dependent largely on the structure, 
level and speed of the development of this 
field. Creation and development of the div- 
ersified structure of the production of the 
articles of consumption with the mighty 
support of heavy industry is a material con- 
dition for the enlarged reproduction ol 
labour-power. 

Generally speaking, enlarged reproduction 
of labour-power is dependent on the growth 
of population. In our country the popula- 
tion increased at a very rapid speed despite 
the three-year war, which was made possi- 
ble only by the creation of sufficient ma- 
terial condition for the enlarged reproduc- 
tion of labour-power and the systematic 
improvement of the people’s living. 

The steady increase in the country’s po- 
pulation makes it possible to create system- 
atically the resources of labour and supply 
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ample labour-power which the ever expand- 
ing production needs. 

The structure of diversified production 
provides a condition for full employment ol 
the labour population and enables one to 
use labour of a society in a most rational 
and effective way. | 

Today, in our country the number of 
workers per 1,000 inhabitants shows a high 
proportion in material production; 68 per 
cent of the workers are engaged in the field 
manufacturing the means’ of production, 
and about 50 per cent of them are working 
in the fields which are directly connected 
with technical progress. 

The structure of developed, diversified 
national economy makes it possible to mo- 
bilize and utilize in a most rational way 
the natural resources of the country, and 
thereby accelerate the tempo of the develop- 
ment of the national economy, raise labour 
productivity of a society and turn the effi- 
ciency of social labour for the better. 


At present, the advance of modern science 
and technology opens boundless prospects 
for the comprehensive utilization of all the 
domestic natural resources. 

Of course, turning into full play the 
country’s natural wealths calls for a devel- 
oped, diversified structure of production. 

Only when we have iurnished our econo- 
my with a self-sufficient structure, can we 
exploit fully and make the comprehensive 
use of the natural resources of the country, 
make by industrial methods the materials 
we have not or we have insufficiently, so 
that we may lay firm material, fuel and 
pcwer bases. 

The structure of the diversified national 
economy provides a firm material condition 
for ensuring on our own the proportionate 
development of the economy. 

The high tempo of the economic develop- 
ment presupposes a proportionate growth 
of various branches of social production. 
The extraordinarily high speed of production 
effects swift changes in the quantitative co- 
ordination between all branches of the 
national economy; and, accordingly, it de- 
mands adjustment of each branch in con- 
formity with the given new situation. 

An independent national economy aims 
at satisfying in the main the home require- 
ments for the means of production and con- 
summer goods with home products, Con- 


sequently, without the co-ordination of all 
branches, the proportionate growth of the 
economy cannot be expected. If we lack 
main links of production, or if these links 
are weak, we will not be able to maintain 
the normal proportion of the economy as a 
whole. 

In order to keep a high tempo of the 
growth of the national economy, we should 
ensure a proportionate development betweeil 
the production of the means of production 
and that of consumer goods, industry and 
agriculture, and extracting industry and 
processing industry. Such proportion can 
be adjusted only when we have a rational e- 
conomic structure and continue to perfect 
it. And only under these conditions, can we 
overcome in good time and on our own the 
strains temporarily created in a _ certain 
branches in the course of rapid develop- 
ment of production. 

What would have happened if we had 
not laid our own material foundation for 
increasing in a short space of time the pro- 
duction of iron and machinery in the past 
when we needed them more in_ socialist 
construction? 

Since we had our own metal and ma- 
chine-building industries we could build 
furnaces speedily and increase the iron 
output and maintain the Chullima speed of 
socialist construction in our country. 

All facts prove that the self-sufficient 
structure of the diversified national econo- 
my fully corresponds to the growth of the 
productive forces and technical progress 
under socialism, and is an essential pre- 
condition for achieving the proportionate 
development of the national economy and a 
high tempo of economic development.

The structure of the diversified cconomy 
can meet the objective demands of socialist 
society: to satisfy the ever increasing social! 
demands for products and ensure a high 
rate of profit. It will enable us to fully meet 
the diverse demands of society for the 
means of production and consumer goods 
and raise the efficiency of social production 
In our economy as a whole, thus keeping 
constantly the high tempo of economic 
development. 

As is generally known, production and 


consumption are closely lined with each 
other. The structure of production, its speed 
and level of development influence the con- 
sumption, and the latter reacts to the for- 
mer. 

The scale of needs for social production 
and its structure in a given period are 
largely dependent on the level and state of 


production of the time. 


Under the socialist system, where privaic 
ownership of the means of production and 
exploitation of man by man were liquidat- 
ed, a diversified structure of production 
based on the high productive forces creates 
possibilities for satisfying the ever growing 
needs of society for diverse products. Under 
socialism, the building of diversified struc- 
iure of production is an inevitable sequel 
of the economic development of each coun- 
try, and it increases the range of social 
needs. 

In every country the scale and quantity 
of needs for prcducts are not unchangeable. 

As the productive forces develop and the 
structure of production comes to perfection, 
additional needs come into being, and so- 
ciety comes to satisfy more sufficiently the 
more diverse demands for products. 

Under socialism the diversified structure 
of production conforms, first of all, with 
the enormous home requirements for the 
means of production. 

In a socialist society, the aim of produc- 
tion can be achieved successfully only by 
laying the material and technical foundation 
of sccialism, by creating the high productive 
forces and ensuring steady technical pro- 
STess. 

Hence, under this system the needs for 
the means of production increases’ con- 
Stantly. 

Above all, a socialist society needs an 
cnormous amount of machinery and equip- 
ment necessary for overall industrialisation 
of the country and technical revolution — 
the essential condition for laying its own 
powerful material and technical foundation. 

Here, the heavy industry which manutfac- 
tures the means of production stands in 
ereat need of more means’ of production, 
and all other fields of the national econo- 
my, such as, light industry, rural economy. 
capital construction, communications and 
transport, fishing indtstry, etc., are also in 
great demand of up-to-date technical 
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means. 

The demands for the means of production 
also arise in the course of the steady tech- 
nical progress and planned replacement of 
the productive fixed funds. 

Under socialism, the rapid advance of 
technology and the wear and tear of fixed 
funds in every branch of the national econo- 
my demand a periodic replacement of the 
means of production. This means that de- 
mands for the means of production in each 
country do not rise in any definite period 
but arises constantly. 

Furthermore, in our society where there 
is no social and artificial limitation to the 
introduction of new technique, the technical 
progress and the constant introduction of 
technique in production are always a 
matter of special concern. 

Demands for the means of 
also increase in keeping with the high 
tempo of economic development. For, even 
under the condition in which the high tem- 
po of economic development enables us to 
use in a rational and effective way the 
means of production and raise systematic- 
ally labour productivity, such high speed of 
the economy demands an increase of the 
requirements for the means of production, 
and, particularly the increase is needed in 
case of enlarged reproduction which  pre- 
supposes the absolute increase in the means 
of production. 

Demands for the means of production 
increase also in line with the demand of 
foreign markets. 

Under socialism, along with the demand 
for the means of production, the demand 
for consumer gcods increases rapidly, and 
here, too, the structure of production plays 
a great role. 

As already mentioned above, the many- 
sided and developed structure of production 
makes it possible to promote the growth 
of the national income and meet satisfac- 
torily domestic demands for consumer goods 
on its own. 


At the same time, it, basing itself on the 
steady technical progress, makes it possible 
to raise labour productivity in all branches 
of the national ecomomy, and enables the 
working people to increase their income, 
improve their work, and to enhance their 
technical and cultural standards. 

The structure of the diversified produc- 


production 
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tion provides a condition in which thanks 
to the powerful support of industry, agri- 
culfure can be developed rapidly, the living 
standards of the peasants be raised and 
their technical and cultural level be en- 
hanced swiftly. 

In this way the diversified structure of 
production not only further consolidates the 
material condition for the steady improve- 
ment of the people’s living, but also stimu- 
lates the people to demand new consumer 
goods. 

All this bespeaks the fact that under so- 
cialism, the structure of the diversified, 
developed national economy is in conformity 
with the growing needs of society for pro- 
ducts, and comes to possess the capacity of 
meeting the demands, though varying in 
degree in each country. 

One word with regard to the relations 
between the diversified structure of every 
branch. When one considers about profit, 
one must take into account profits obtain- 
ed from individual branches and enterpris- 
es as well as from the national economy as 
a whole. And along with the immediate 
profits, far-sighted development of the 
national economy must be taken into con- 
sideration. 

The speed of the growth of economy de- 
pends on the scale of accumulation if all 
other conditions do nct vary. 

Under socialism, the scale of accumula- 
ticn depends on the profit obtained from 
the national economy as a whole, that is, 
on the size of the value of products turned 
out for the sake of society out of the total 
products. 

Under socialism, the rapid growth of 
production accompanies a speedy increase 
cf accumulation. This can be explained by 
the steady increase of profit obtained not 
only from individual enterprises and bran- 
ches of production, but also from the 
national economy as a whole. 

Hence, it is clear that under socialism 
the profit of individual enterprises and 
branches is important, but a matter of 
greatest importance is the profit of the 
national economy as a whole. 

There is a world of difference between 
the profit under socialism and that under 
capitalism. 

Under capitalism which is based on 
private ownership of the means of produc- 


tion, the question of profit affects the 
destiny of individual capitalists. Accord- 
ingly, it is inevitable that capital moves 
spontaneously and competitively into the 
branches which bring more profit. And, in 
the course of this, the economically weak 
capitalists go bankrupt. 

But, under the system which is based on 
socialist ownership of the means of produc- 
tion, production is carried on in a planned 
way for the good of the entire society and 
for the welfare of the entire people. 

Hence, the socialist countries, particularly 
those countries which, from various historic- 
al conditions, took over a backward econo- 
my and a deformed structure of produc- 
tion, must create and develop a series of 
new branches of production in accordance 
with the specific conditions of each country 
so as to carry out successfully socialist 
construction. 

To this end, of course, a large amount oi 
investment is required in the initial stage, 
and as far as the profit of individual enter- 
prises and branches of production are con- 
cerned, there may be observed even such 
phenomena that profit is low or loss is in- 
curred temporarily, However, it is indispens- 
able if socialist industrialization is to be 
realized soon and the foundation of an in- 
dependent national economy be laid. 

Even though they make low profit and 
suffer loss temporarily in the initial stage 
the socialist countries can never give up 
the building of branches that society will 
need urgently in the long run and for the 
future technical reconstruction of the coun- 
try. 

As far as profit under socialism is con- 
cerned, together with that from individual 
branches and enterprises, it must be measur- 
ed by the net income over the expenditure 
for production on the scale of the nation- 
al economy as a whole and be appreciated 
from the view-point of the goodness of so- 
cialist construction. 


Profit is also not unchangeable. 

It increases steadily as labour productiv- 
ity rises, the expenditure shrinks and the 
management of enterprises improves. 

A clear proof of this is our tractor and 
truck industries which are one of our 
young industrial branches. 

Korea’s tractor and truck industries have 
been built for the technical revolution in 


the countryside and for the development of 
motor transport. But in the early days, the 
profit was not so high. 

This notwithstanding, the creation of 
these industries, the tractor industry in 
particular, rendered, from the beginning, 
great services to the carrying out of over+ 
all tasks of socialist construction — i.e., 
raising the labour productivity in agricul- 
ture, increasing rapidly the farm produce, 
accelerating the technical revolution in the 
countryside and strengthening the worker- 
peasant alliance. Thus the tractor industry 
has proved its great usefulness and mark- 
ed economic benefits. 

Now experiences in production have been 
accumulated, better technical and engineer- 
ing achievements introduced in a big way, 
and labour productivity has been raised 
rapidly in the tractor and truck industries. 
It goes without saying that the profit in 
this field is increasing incomparably higher 
than ever before. 

The following table shows the decrease 
in the production hours and in the produc- 
tion cost. (In percentages)

As technology progresses further, labour 


productivity rises and the management im- 


proves in this field, the cost will decrease 
and the profit will continuously increase. 
All this shows that the creation of the 
structure of a diversified national economy 
stands no hindrance to profit. 
The question of profit largely depends on 
how the technical progress is utilized in 


the national economy and how the guidance 


and management of each branch of produc- 
tion and enterprise is improved.

Our Party’s policy on constantly improv- 
ing and perfecting the structure of the 
national economy in conformity with the 
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line of: an independent’ national economic 
construction was successfully carried out, 


with the result that, after liberation, parti- 


cularly since the Korean War, a fundament- 
al change took place in the structure of the 
national economy. 

That the industry has established a firm, 
leading position in the national economy is 
the most important success we have achiev- 
ed in the course of improving and complet- 
ing the structure of the national economy 
in the postwar years. 

In our country the industry has complete- 
ly liquidated onesidedness left over from the 
old society and grown into the major 
branch of the national economy, thus be- 
coming a powerful factor in attaining high 
speed of development of the economy as a 
whole. 

The gross industrial output value grew 
32 times in 1963 over 1946. 

Between 1954 and 1963 the annual in- 
dustrial growth averaged 34.8 per cent. 

Along with a rapid development of in- 
dustry, relations between industry and agri- 
culture underwent a fundamental change. 
The total agricultural production increased 
by 168 per cent in 1963 as compared with 
1946. 

The industry of our country not only 
witnessed a swift quantitative increase but 
also underwent a fundamental qualitative 
change. 


Today, socialist ownership of the means 
of production holds the undivided sway 
in our industry, and the industrial system 
with the machine-building industry as its 
core came _ into being. 

With the implementation of the Party’s 
policy on giving priority to developing 
heavy industry and steadily improving its 
structure, heavy industry made rapid pro- 
gress and a big change took place in its 
internal structure. 

The output of the means of production 
increased 33 times in 1963 over 1946, and 
21 times. over 1953. Particularly the output 
of machine-building industry, the ‘“back- 
bone” in the production of the means ol 
production, increased 162 times in 1963 
over 1946 and its share in the gross value 
of industrial output increased from 5.1 per 
cent to 24 per cent during the same period. 

Thanks to the rapid development of the 
machine-tool iridustry, the basis of the

machine-building. industry, strides were 
made in the:production of mining, farm and 
electric machines and chemical and metal- 
lurgical equipment as well as machinery 
for light industry and ship-building indus- 
try. Thus we now meet in the main the 
home requirements for machinery and equip- 
ment on our own and are carrying on suc- 
cessfully the all-round industrialization of 
the country and the’ technical revolution. 
The rate of self-sufficiency in machinery 
and equipment in our country reached 93.8 
per cent. 

Along with the machine-building industry, 
rapid progress was made in metal, chemic- 
al, fuel and power industries, and a_ big 
change took place in their structures. 

Along with heavy industry, the output 
of articles of industrial consumption, parti- 
cularly that of textile, foodstuff, and daily 
necessaries industries rose rapidly and their 
firm raw material bases were laid. In 1963 
the textile industry increased 107 times as a- 


gainst 1946, foodstuff and luxury goods in- 


dustry 16 times, and daily necessaries in- 
dustry 248 times respectively. 

Today, in the field of daily necessaries 
industry the backwardness left over by Ja- 
panese imperialism has been eradicated 
long ago and the growing home needs for 
the articles of consumption are met on our 
own. 

The rapid increase in agricultural pro- 
duction and the fundamental improvement 
in its structure hold important place in the 
change of our national economic structure 
in the postwar years. 

Today, our agriculture, which has com- 
pletely elimiinated its onesidedness, an 
aftermath of Japanese imperialist rule, has 
been turned into a diversified one turning 
out animal products, industrial crops, vege- 
tables, fruits and other agricultural produce, 
with the main accent on grain. It has adopt- 
ed intensive farming. And on the basis of 
socialist ownership of the means of produc- 
tion and with the active support of in- 
dustry, our agriculture enjoys a bumper 
harvest every year. In the past North Ko- 
rea could not attain self-sufficiency in food- 
stuffs, but today it turns out food enough 
and to spare. 

Thanks to the .rapid development of agri- 
culture, mutual relations between industry 
and agriculture have been improved and 


their balanced growth: has firmly been en- 
sured. 

Speed has been the basic characteristics 
in the change and completion of the. struc- 
ture of our national economy after: the war. 

Generally, it took a long time for the 
capitalist countries to make the industrial 
production of the means of production 
prevail over that of consumer goods. and 
to develop from the agricultural countries 
into industrial or industrial-agricultural 
countries. 

However, in spite of the evil consequences 
inflicted on our economy by the prolonged 
Japanese imperialist rule and the  three- 
year war, our country, once a backward 
apricultural country, has been turned into 
a socialist industrial-agricultural country 
in a historically short span of time. And the 
predominance of the production of the 
means of production over that of industrial 
consumer goods has been firmly énsured. 

Such a high speed of change of the 
structure of our national economy is also 
seen clearly in the production of articles ol 
industrial consumption and in the change 
of the structure of agricultural production. 

To further perfect the structure of our 
national economy takes the most important 
place in the Seven-Year Plan. 

The Fourth Congress of our Party defin- 
ed overall industrialisation of the country 
and technical revolution as the cardinal 
tasks of the Seven-Year Plan. This will 
have a direct bearing on further perfecting 
the structure of the national economy. 

What is of decisive significance in per- 
fecting the structure of our national econo- 
my during the Seven-Year Plan is to fur- 
ther supplement and replenish the structure 
of industrial production. 

About the basic direction in perfecting 
the structure of our industrial production 
Comrade Kim I] Sung said as follows: 

“The cardinal task confronting industry 
in the Seven-Year Plan period is to establish 
in our country the system of a self-support- 
ing industry which is comprehensively 
developed, fully equipped with the latest 
technique and has a stable raw material 
base of its own, by improving more pertiect- 
ly the structure of industrial production 
and reinforcing its technical foundation.” 
(“Report of the Central Committee of the 
Workers’ Party of Korea to the Fourth 


Congress’) 

During the Seven-Year Plan period, the 
leading role of industry in our national e- 
conomy will be further enhanced and 
mutual relations between the production of 
the means of production and that of con- 
sumer goods be further improved. During 
this period the total industrial output will 
erow about 3.2 times, of which the produc: 
tion of the means of production 3.2-fold and 
consumer goods 3.1-fold. 

In turning out the means of production, 
those branches which play the leading rolé 
in the growth of the productive forces and 
technical progress will be developed 
rapidly. 

During this period, such branches produc- 
ing consumer goods as textile, foodstuff 
and daily necessaries industries will also 
rapidly grow. 


Particularly important in bringing about 
changes in the structure of our national 
economy during the Seven-Year Plan period 
is to set up a series of new _ industrial 
branches and to further supplement and 
perfect the existing key industrial branches 
for the country’s industrialization and 
technical progress. 

For example, in the machine-building in- 
dustry the electronics industry will be rein- 
forced and in the field of non-ferrous metal- 
lurgical industry the branches that producé 
light metal will be added. | 


In the Seven-Year Plan period, along 
with the material and technical foundation 
of industry the raw material bases will be 
further consolidated, agricultural produc- 
tion constantly increased and its inner 
structure be further completed. 

Indeed, during the Seven-Year Plan 
period our national economy will become 
more diversified, the productive forces will 
further increase. And the country’s economic 
strength will be reinforced all the more 
firmly.

Great indeed are the achievements made 
by our people under the guidance of the 
Party in creating the self-sufficient structure 
of the national economy.

It also maintained the proportionate rate 
between the development of the branches 
engaged in longer cycle production with 
larger funds and that of the branches en- 
gaged in shorter cycle production with 
lesser funds, and thus raised the efficiency 
of social production, enhanced the leading 
role of the working class and ensured the 
proportionate development between industry 
and agriculture, between town and country. 

Upholding the revolutionary banner of 
self-reliance we will further consolidate the 
self-sufficient economic structure of our 
country by firmly adhering to the basic 
line of economic construction laid down by 
our Party, will further develop the many- 
sided, comprehensive system of economy 
in which all branches are closely linked 
with each other.

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THE FASCIST, OPPRESSIVE SETUPS 


The South Korean government propped up by U.S. imperialism is

This is a U.S. sponsored intelligence 
machinery of the Pak Jung Hi clique to 
bolster its military dictatorship that came 
into being after the military coup d'etat. 

The U.S. imperialists and the Pak Jung 
Hi clique set up the “Central Intelligence 
Bureau” with spies as its core to supervise 
and control all coercive and spying ogani- 
zations in South Korea — the puppet police, 
C.I.C. in the puppet army, the military poli- 
ce, etc. On December 23, 1961, the Japanese 
newspaper Sankei reported that the Central 
Intelligence Bureau employed some 50,000- 
60,000 agents and informers, and_ its 
agents were placed in every government 
office, the army, and all other institutions 
and organs. 

It is not fortuitous that Pak Jung Hi, a 
pro-Japanese and pro-American stool pigeon, 
after a visit to the “Central Intelligence 
Bureau,” said, “... Neyer before have I seen 
such a modernized well-established machi- 
nery and the scope of activity: like this one!”

And the bureau has a limitless “power.” 
As a matter of fact, according to the Japa- 
nese Jiji News Agency of October 19, 1962, 
it plays a role of supervisor of the puppet 
regime. 

The Central Intelligence Bureau is not 
responsible to the government or to the 
court in its activity of investigation. It 
directly commands and controls all the 
investigation and intelligence organs and 
issues directives. 

Today the intelligence network is threaded 
out in South Korea; there is no place that 
the intelligence network left out, let it be an 
institution, an organization, a company, a 
factory, a_ mill, a school, a restaurant, a 
tea house, a village, a neighbourhood unit. 


Through these intelligence and _ terror 
machinery, the U.S. imperialists and the Pak 
Jung Hi clique are suppressing barbariously 
the democratic and patriotic forces, while 
consolidating their own political footing by 
instigating the reactionary political parties 
and organizations so as to prolong their 
tottering existence. 
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THE PUPPET POLICE 


The puppet police is an offspring of the 
U.S. enslavement policy in South Korea. It 
was established formally in March, 1946. 

Between September 1945 and March 1946 
the U.S. imperialists set up the Bureau of 
Police Affairs in the USAMGIK with an 
American as its head. They also saw to it 
that provincial police chiefs were Americans 
so as to put the police under complete U.S. 
control. 

The U.S. imperialists allocated American 
M.P.s in the Bureau of Police Affairs and 
provincial police department, police stations, 
police sub-stalions and. police-boxes to 


supervise the police and suppress the local 
people. 

Later, on March 29, 1946 the Bureau of 
Police Affairs was changed into the Police 
Affairs Division and its functions were 
expanded. And in order to pull the wool 
over the people’s eyes a Korean was ap- 
pointed chief of the division formally, and 
pro-American Koreans were placed as prov- 
incial police chiefs. 

The U.S. imperialists appointed an A- 
merican as the advisor to the Police Af- 
Fairs Division, and placed American advi- 
sors in the provincial police departments 
and local police stations to put the puppet 
police under their thumb. 

~ Most of the high-ranking police officers 
of the puppet regime appointed by the U.S. 
imperialists are those who served the Ja- 
panese imperialists before the country’s 
liberation (August 15, 1945) or vicious 
running dogs trained by U.S. imperialism 
after liberation. 

As of August 14, 1945, the Japanese had 
a police force 25,000 strong in Korea, out 
of them over 12,000 were Koreans. After 
the country’s liberation the U.S. imperial- 
ists kept many of those Korean policemen 
in South Korea’s police force. 

With a view to strengthening the oppres- 
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sien and exploitation of the people the U.S. 
imperialists and the successive rulers of 
South Korea have systematically increased 
the number of policemen. 

By August 1948 the number of the puppet 
police surpassed 59,000. During the war 
time the number surpassed 97,000. 

As the number of policemen grew, the 
Pak Jung Hi clique are doing their utmost 
to improve the “efficiency” of the police. 
Today in South Korea policemen are armed 
with machineguns, tear-bombs and_ wire- 
less apparatuses and they are imbued with 
“anti-communism’’, American worship. Po- 
licemen are posted in all parts of South 
Korea. Today South Korea has more than 
180 police stations and over -2,000 police 
sub-stations and _ police-boxes. By their 
duties, South Korea’s policemen are clas- 
sified into “political,” “criminal affairs” and 
“public peace” policemen. 

All these police branches are closely 
linked with each other, and with the help 
of intelligence network and agents they are 
forcing some 45 kinds of “police regula- 
ticns” upon the innocent people. They label 
the progressive people who aspire for the 
unification of the fatherland as “dangerous 
elements” or “communist elements” Peo- 
ple so marked are persecuted under “the 
State Security Law”, “Anti-communist law”, 
“Special Law on the special crimes’, etc. 
A long term imprisonment or capital punish- 
ment are what they get eventually. 

Today the Pak Jung Hi clique are raving 
about “democratization of the police’, “‘pro- 
tection of human rights,” “abolition of the 
iorture system”, etc. Yet under the name of 
“democracy”, they are committing every 
kind of inhuman torture. 


C..C.s IN THE PUPPET ARMY 


C.LC. is what they call counter-intelli- 
gence corps dealing with the cases of spy: 
ing and intelligence. 

They have a watchful eye over not only 


armymen and civilian employees but also 
all inhabitants. 

C.I.C.s are organized in all branches of 
the land, sea and air force of the puppet 
army, with the army C.I.C.s under the 
puppet Intelligence Bureau as the back- 
bone. 


The army C.I.C.s are established in the 
army corps, divisions and regiments, and 
local C.I.C.s are placed in the major dis- 
tricts. Each local C.I.C. has one to three 
detachments. 


In the first month after the military coup 
the U.S. imperialists and the Pak Jung Hi 
clique replaced more than 340 men in the 
C.I.C.s with more atrocious military men. 

The Pak Jung Hi clique is also trying 
through these agents to clear away the 
opponents in the puppet army and to stamp 
out all anti-U.S. and  anti-“government” 
elements. 


PUPPET M.P. 


The M.P. is one of the major setups in 
South Korea dealing with criminal cases 
in the army. It also performs the functions 
of the criminal affairs police. 


The M.P. is organized in the puppet 
armed forces (land, sea, and air). Then 
there are five M.P. battalions directly 
under the General Headquarters of Gen- 
darmerie. 

The M.P., besides handling criminal 
cases of armymen, civilian employees and 
their families, is a tool for suppressing the 
anti-U.S., anti-government” democratic 
forces. 


No matter how hard the U.S. imperialists 
and the puppet clique may try to streng- 


then the fascist ruling system, never will 
they be able to save the crisis of the colon- 
ialist system. On the contrary, it is only 
sharpening the national and class contra- 
dictions in South Korea. 


Recently U.S. imperialism and the South 
Korean puppet regime are being more and 
more isolated from, and rejected by the peo- 
ple. Discontent and dissatisfaction is grow- 
ing even among puppet officials. 


Then friction is growing among various 
Cppressive setups too, They are fighting for 
power. Since the “Central Intelligence 
Bureau” put all the oppressive setups under 
its control after the military coup the fric- 
tion between the intelligence bureau, C.I.C., 
the M.P. and the police have become more 
acute, not to mention contradiction and dis- 
cord between the C.I.C. and M.P., between 
the C.I.C. and ‘the police. 


Discontent and dissatisfaction of the 
officials of the puppet government are more 
open. Many policemen whose life is worsen- 
ing, and who are subjected to constant fas- 
cist discipline, are losing “confidence,” are 
taking bribes, and are becoming more and 
more undisciplined. 


The ever strengthening democratic base 
in the northern part of the country, the 
growing might of the socialist camp, the 


rapidly rising national-liberation move- 
ment in the colonies, and the intensified 
peace forces in the world—all this has 


heightened the fear of the puppet officials 
more than ever. And they fear more than 
ever the falling of the U.S. colonialist sys- 
tem in South Korea. 


More policemen are trying to escape the 
people’s condemnation. Whenever there is 
a political crisis there appear policemen who 
boycott their duty and even try to resign 
irom his post. Then there are even police 
detectives who approach patriotic and 
democratic individuals to help them. 


As South Korea’s “Minister of Internal 
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Affairs” confessed many detectives receive 
bribe—money and valuables—from the ‘“cri- 
minal.” In such cases, the detectives tip 
off the criminal on the nature of offense so 
as to make the “offenders” escape or ig- 
nore the cases. And some policemen work 
with the smugglers and even rob indivi- 
duals of their money and embezzle “public 
funds”. 

U.S. imperialism and the Pak Jung Hi 
clique are strengthening their fascist op- 


pressive setups, but they find it difficult to 
cope with crimes and social evils. Unem- 
ployment, hunger and poverty owing to the 
dislocation of the South Korean economy, 
and corruption, degradation and depravity 
owing to the overflowing Yankee culture 
and Japanese influence are increasing the 
number of crimes. 

All this testify to the weakness of the 
South Korean puppet regime and shows its 
erowing political crisis. 
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
